Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 4.—The siae 


of the Democratic majority seems to be 
about, all that remains In doubt with 
regard to the result of yesterday's state 
election. Because of the slow process 
of counting the votes under the new 
ballot law, returns are necessarily slow 
in coming In, but there- Is no doubt of a 
complete Democratic victory. The com- 
plete returns from about half the coun- 
ties so far received indicate Democratic 
gains In all but Mobile and ilacon. In 
the counties which Governor Oates car- 
ried two years ago there have been In- 
creased Democratic majorities in all so 
Car as heard from, except two. In thu 
"Black Belt" every county will roll up 
its usual large Democratic majority, 
ranging from 3000 to 
6000 each. 
In 


nearly every north Alabama county, 
where the Populists are strcmger than 
elsewhere in the state, that party tost 
heavily. - The negroes In north Ala- 
bama generally voted for Goodwyn, but 
the number of Populists who voted .for 
Johnston will be larger than the negro 
vote cast for G-oodwyn.- 


CaptaJn Johnston says that he stands 


to his original flg-ures of 40,000'as the 
lowest estimate of his majority.

Hung Chang hints, according to The 
Times' article, that this increase in 
China's revenue, will be devoted to the 
purchase of warlike stores in Europe. 
He assures us, says The Times, that he 
has great reforms ready to be put Into 
operation, Including provision £or a fleet 
and an army which, -within five years, 
will place China In a position that would 
render Impossible any such defeat as 
she recently endured.

LINCOLN ON SUPREME COURT 


FEEEDOM OF SPEECH IN POLIT- 


ICAL DISCUSSIONS. 


Abrnliam LJncoln's Opinion as to the Ex- 


tent to Which Supreme Court Decisions 
Arc Binding Cpon the Public—Tile Chi- 
cago Conveution In ?io Mood For Xlf- 
Gned Rhetoric. 
i 


The ficrceticag •witii which Bomo of | 


yonr gold coutempornrics dcnonnco tho 
plank of tlio Domocrutic platform do-, 
claring for an income taxnotwithstand-! 
ing tho dtcifiion of tho supreme court 
advorso to the recent law imposing such 
a tax recalls'thohistoriodcbatebetween 
Mr. Lincoln and Jtidgc Douf,'la3 in 
1858. In tho conrso of that debate Judge 
Douglas charged Mr. Lincoln and his 
party with "resisting" what was knov.'n 
as tho Drcd Seott decision, and in an- 
Bwcr to that charge Mr. Lincoln tlius 
fitntefi hiB view of-thc extent to which :i 
supremo court decision IH binding apon 
the public "as a ruler of political ac- 
tion:" 


"Judicial dnciRions hr.vo tavo -ases: 


First, to absolutely determine tho case 
decided, aild, secondly, to indicate to 
tho public how other similar cases will 
bo decided when they arise. For the 
latter use they urc^ called 'precedents,' 
and are of greater or less authority ac- 
cording to circumstances. If the Dred 
Eoott decision hud been made by the 
unanimous couonrrenco of all tho judges, 
and without any apparent partisan bias 
and in accordance with legal expecta- 
tion and the steady practice of the de- 
partments throughout onr history, or if 
it had boon beforo the court more than 
onco and had there been affirmed and 
reaffirmed through a COUIBB of years, it 
might then bo factions not to acquiesce 
in it as a precedent. Bat when, as is 
true, we find it wanting in all these 
claims to the public confidence, it is not 
factious, it is not even disrespectful to 
treat it as not having yet quite estab- 
lished D, settled doctrine for tho country. 


"This samo court onco decided a na- 


tional bank to bo constitutional, but 
General Jnckson, as president of the 
United States, disregarded tho decision 
and vetoed a bill for a recharter of the 
bank partly, on constitutional grounds. 
Again, and again I havo heard Judge 
Douglas denounce that decision and ap- 
plaud General Jackson for disregarding 
it. Tho sacredness which Judge Doug- 
las throws oronnd this Dred Scott de- 
cision is a decree of sacredness that has 
never before been thrown around any 
other decision. I never heard of such a 
thing. 
SVo believe tho Dred Scott de- 


cision to be erroneous. Wo know that 
tho court that made it has often over- 
ruled itfl own decisions, and we shall do 
what we can to have it overrule this. 
We do not 'resist' it. If I wanted to 
take Dred Scott from his master, that 
would be 'resisting' tho decision, but I 
am doing no such thing as that I sim- 
ply refuse to obey it as a political rule. " 


Hero wo have Mr. Lincoln's opinion 


as to hosv far tho public is bound to fol- 
low a supreme oonrt decision politically. 
The income tax decision is certainly 
less entitled to pnblio confidence on the. 
record than that of the Dred Scott case, 
for not only was it made by a bare ma- 
jority of a divided court, but it was a 
flat reversal of an elaborate judgment of 
tho same court on the same law. 


The platform does not, however, "re- 


sist" the decision as it stands. If it were 
proposed to levy and collect an income 
tas under tho law declared to be uncon- 
stitutional, that would be "resistance'1 
to the conrt, and hence revolutionary', 
but nothing of tho kind is contemplat- 
ed. It must be remembered that the 
American people resorve tho right to ex- 
press their views in respect to all 
branches of tho public service. Tho su- 
premo court enjoys no exemption from 
this rule. Whether the language of the 
platform is sufficiently reverential to- 
ward the court is more a matter of good 
manners than of civil or political her- 
esy. But the convention was in no mood 
for the refinements of rhetoric or . the 
finesse of the parliamentarian. 
Its dec- 


larations arc a resentful protest against 
what it deems the oppression of the 
people by trusts and monopolies, and the

FOBEIGJT INVESTORS. 


Let Them Unload American Securities If 
Tliejr Wish—Their Real Reason Therefor. 


A labored financial editorial in a lato 


numbor of the London Times reads as 
though it were written for one of the 
New York papers. 
"Wo recognize the 


same lino of argument directed against 
free coinage, coupled with a great deal 
of gratuitous advice to the American 
people as to tho course they should 
adopt if they want to be in harmony 
with the money center of the world. 
Wo do not recollect any time when the 
advice given by the London Times was 
that which the United States would be 
wise to adopt. It speaks by the'card for 
the desires, of Lombard street, and wo 
need not say that the policy of Lombard 
street is devised for the benefit of Lom- 
bard street and not for the benefit of 
the American producer. The Times 
gravely states that the "silver heresy" 
in this country will'lead and has led to 
tho selling by British investors of largo 
quantities of American Eecariticp. "Very 
well. Let them unload if they wish to. 


The presumption is that tho securities 


were purchased in the first place because 
of their intrinsic value, and they will 
not lose any of it whether they are fig- 
ured in 100 cent dollars or in 200 cent 
dollars. If the British want to throw 
away their good securities, no one will 
be hurt but themselves, and it will be a 
happy day tor this country when it does 
not owe a cent abroad. If every Ameri- 
can security held abroad is transferred 
to tho hands of Americana at half or 
three-quarters its value, this country 
will be the gainer by. tho exchange, and 
tho only losers on this side of the water 
will bo tbo New York brokers an6 bank- 
ers who make a business of selling stocks 
and bonds on the other side. 


But the reason given by the interested 


gold men is not the true one. Under the 
gold standard there will be further de- 
cline in all kinds of American property. 
.Gold prirys of everything will continue 
to go- down. British investors know 
this; and the reason they are selling is 
to avoid making a loss. If they realize 
cash for their holdings now, they expect 
to bo able to repurchase real estate, 
stocks, bonds and securities generally at 
some time in tho future and at consid- 
erably less than they are now selling 
for. 
On a continuously falling market 


it is to their'advantage to sell, just as it 
is to their advantage and to the advan- 
tage of capitalists in this country to 
avoid putting money into any kind of 
property. That process of holding on to 
money has the effect of accelerating the 
decline of prices. When none will buy, 
prices will necessarily fall 
Money is 


being hoarded because it ia the only 
kind of property that is appreciating in 
value. —Denver News.

He delivered several 
side thrusts nt tho attitude adopted 
toward tho working classes and closed 
his lectnro with an earnest pica for tho 
Saturday half holiday and Sabbath holi- 
day. 


Mr. Tyrrcll's remarks in brief were 


as follows: "The employed classes aro; 
so numerous that the individual is over- 
looked. Tho proprietor of a. great store 
wo treat with deference, but the clerk 
wo tax to the very limit of his or her 
endurance aud whisk awcy without even 
a kind glance nt the pale fnco of the 
tired worker. "We take the existence of 
clerks, servants and laborers very much 
as we do pieces of furniture. 
Even 


clerks themselves w'Jien they go shop- 
ping nre apt to bo unkind. Now tho 
prosperity of the cojnmnuity to a great 
extent depends upon tho employees. 
They cam intcrestdivicleuds and profits; 
the employees can easier dispense with 
the employer than he with them, nud 
rhis they do in co-operative establish- 
ments. We should realize our indebted- 
ness to these classes. The brawny fel- 
lows who dig our sewers and keep them 
in repair are'making a heavy contribu- 
tion to the public health and happiness. 
When you cro?s the threshold of your 
home, remember that its creation is as 
much the work of the hod carriers as of 
the artist whose masterpieces adorn its 
walls.

. The question' how to make au educa- 
tional campaign on economic lines ef- 
fective is one that has of ten troubled re- 
formers. 
Money anu other reforms, 


which go to the <oio 
/« of the labor prob- 


lem, have a rich and abundant litera- 
ture. Besides there are a number of writ- 
ers who thoroughly understand these 
questions and are • willing to expound 
them. But even with the teachers in 
accord, how to find pupils in sufficient 
numbers to make it worth wbilff would 
be the next difficulty. With the object 
of bringing the two together, I wrote 
letters to a number of reform writers 
asking them what they thought of a so- 
ciety for. the purpose of spreading anti- 
interest teachings and would they help. 
Their answer was that they would do it 
gladly. 


I then sent letters to prominent men 


in the American Federation of Labor, 
tho Knights of Labor, tho Popnlist 
party, tho American Railway union and 
the Farmers' Alliance asking them if 
they would help an anti-interest league? 
The replien were very encouraging. 
Many of these men are editors of papers 
and thus can reach many people. Tho 
league was then organized and a com- 
mittee selected to edit a column of mat- 
ter for such papers as had promised to 
receive it. Enough have already prom- 
ised space to enable us to reach 200,000 
readers, aud it is expected that many 
papers will give us space which we 
have not had time to ask. • 


The lack of success with movements 


like this in tho past hag been caused by 
a luck of continuity and persistence. 
They come into being with a deal of en- 
thusiasm ; this soon cools, leaving tho 
more active workers discouraged. No- 
where is the fable of the hare and tlis 
tortoise more applicable than in work 
of this kind, for in rhifl work of all 
others must we make haste slowly. Tho 
process of winning over a people to a 
new idea must of necessity bo a gradual 
one, and tho plans should be laid with 
this very importantfact always ill view. 


.In the discussions that are to follow 


money will be the principal subject, but 
it will not be the only one. Being the 
first in importance, and since'there is 
not much knowledge regarding it, a 
great deal of space can be profitably de- 
voted to it. 


Tho question of interest has been con- 


sidered only of importance to the actual 
borrower or lender, but, as we will fay 
to show, it is much more farrer.ching. 
Every producer .and every laboicr, 
whether possessing capital or not, is 
affected and exploited by interest. So 
important is this question that one can 
safely say were there no money monop- 
oly and no interest paying here would 
scarcely be an economic question to 
solve. In the discussions which are to 
follow the question will bo examined 
from every, possible standpoint.. Tho 
league will do all it can to encourage 
au interchange of views between nil 
schools of reform, or.d it will at all 
times be ready to defend the theory 
that interest on money can have no 
placein au equitable system, and it will 
challenge all schools to prove the con- 
trary. "

HOW TO CUBE SEASICKNESS. 


tola Unpleasant Feature of an Ocean Toj- 


ace Obviated by Bromide.

"bromidization. " This is a condition, 
not a .theory.

because of the sodium boing milder and 
more acceptable to the stomach. A reli- 
able physician, who has used the "bro- 
mides extensively in hia practice for 
years, asserts that the quantity neces- 
sary to ward off an attack of seasickness 
is not in tho least harmful 


:Pew adults will experience the slight- 


est inconvenience from a 30 grain dose 
of the bromide of sodium three times ;a 
day. 


The symptoms of bromidization, when 


taken in sufficient quantities to prevent 
seasickness, are a alight drowsiness and 
a heaviness of the limbs. The drowsy 
feeling quickly wears off when the mind 
becomes interested, and tjie languor of 
the limbs is merely a slight sensation of 
Btiffuess if the patient should rise ab- 
ruptly from a sitting to a standing posi- 
tion. It is pleasant to know also that 
)his bromidization does not interfere 
with the subject's relish for food. 


Seasickness does not come primarily 


from the stomach. 
The . nausea and 


vomiting are dependent upon a func- 
tional disturbance of the central nervous 
system, and upon this theory is based 
the use of the bromides. Any method 
that will serve to obtund thesensorinm, 
render it anaesthetic and unsusceptible 
to slight molecular cb.:mges, is a rational 
method for preventing seasickness. If 
the bromide Gf sodium is token regularly, 
in time and in proper proportions, in 
nearly every instance the voyager will 
be exempt from sickness, but the pros- 
pective voyager should by all means 
consult a physician as to the proportions 
to be token ill his or her individual case. 


H^w to 3lBl;c Creamed MnjTirooms. 
Drain off the liqnor from the mush- 


rooms and place in a bowl to be used 
for the sauce. Place . on the fro in a 
granito pan a, tablespooDfnl of butter. 
Heat slowly and add a tablespoonful of 
flour. Stir until they are blended, but 
not sufficient hent to brown, and gradu- 
ally add the liquor from the mushrooms 
and enough cream to make a thin sauce. 
Into this turn the mushrooms, season 
with salt and when thoroughly hot 
serve on squares of toast

The weather in New England for the 


v/eck ending Aug. 3 has been very favor- 
able for all growing crops, except pos- 
ulbly too moist for potatoes; the vlnca 
are blighting quite generally in the 
south. From one to 1% Inches of rain 
fell throughout the district during the 
weelc. Hl£h temperatures prevailed till 
Friday, July 31, when It grew rapidly 
cooler, and asllghtfrost was experienced 
in northern New Hampshire and 
in 


Maine, on the morning of Aug. 1, doing 
very little damage. There was some 
'damage done by hall and wind in a local 
storm in Vermont on the 28th, and thg 
gale on the 1st and 2d injured some 
cnrn, fruit, etc.. in Massachusetts. The 
army worm is disappearing. 


Muino. 


There Is still much meadow land to be 


cut In Maine, but generally the grass is 
not suffering. Pastures are In excellent 
condition, and the second grass crop will 
be very good. Corn la slightly back 
ward, but of vigorous growth. Potatoes 
are looking well, though 
pronounced 


late In Aroostook county. Other'crops 
promise an abundant yield. Apples arc 
gi-owing well; In Kennebec county trees 
are breaking down already with the load 
of fruit. 


New Hnmpfllilre. 


One correspondent In Hlllsboro county, 


N. H., reports "unmistakable signs of 
the potato blight," but' generally this 
crop, with others, is growing fast. Corn 
promises well. Pastures are improving. 
Oats arc well filled. A large amount of 
hungarian grass has been sown, and Is 
growing fast. Winter apples are gener- 
ally abundant. Early apples are more 
.variable, Borne orchards showing a. full 
crop and others but few. 


Vermont. 


Showery conditions have prevailed In 


Vermont, but the hay harvest has been 
pushed as fast as the weather would 
permit. One'correspondent In Orleans 
county reports an unusually large'crop. 
Uncut srass-and grain, unless on too dry 
land, has improved during the week. 
Oats and barley Indicate a good crop. 
Apples are generally abundant. A cor- 
respondent In Addison county reports 
potatoes to be rusting badly, and that 
early ones" show a slight yield. Feed Is 
generally good and shows green, though 
short In some pastures. 


MagsnchiiHetta. 


All crops are growing fast In Massa- 


chusetts, Euid the outlook for an abun- 
dant harvest Is good. Early apples are 
yielding well and are of good quality. 
Corn Is excellent. Onions are said to bo 
doing well, or better than ever known 
Tobacco promises to be a number one 
crop. Pastures are green and generally 
give a good supply of feed. Rowen has 
a splendid start, and the second crop haa 
been cut In some of the river towns. Late 
planted forage crops are coming forward 
rapidly. There are Indications of potato 
blight reported from Hampden, Mid- 
dlesex and Central Worcester counties. 


Khoile iBlnnd. 


Considerable hay has' been damaged 


by rain this year in Rhode Island, bul 
the greater part of the crop Is now 
gathered. • Oats are ripening. Apples, 
are very uneven. All fields and garden 
crops are growing fast. Potatoes have 
blighted considerably in Newport county, 
owing to the damp weather. Some fields 
got too fully matured to be much in- 
jured, and a heavy yield is assured. 
Others blighted early, and the tubers 
are now rotting quite badly.
